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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's Amendment filed 01/3 1/2005 has been reviewed and placed of record in the 
file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
2 Claims 1-3, 5-6, 17-18, and 21-26 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
fails to teach or render obvious a memory device and a method of forming thereof or a device 
having all exclusive limitations as recited in claims 1,17, and 24, comprising a first pair of fins 
including a first fin and a second fin formed substantially parallel to one another and located a 
distance d fi-om one another, a second pair of fins including a third fin and a fourth fin formed 
substantially parallel to one another and located the distance d from one another, the second fin 
being formed substantially parallel to the third fin and located a distance approximately twice 
the distance d from the third fin, a source region and a drain region formed at ends of each of the 
fins, a gate formed over the first fin and the second fin, and characterized in that either each of 
the fins has a width that is approximately half of the distant d or that the first and third fins are 
doped with n-type impurities and the second and fourth fins are doped with p-type impurities.
